Vo te At AMC 


Negotiations Break 
Down; Scheduled To 
Resume On Aug. 8 


DETROIT OS—The CIO United 
Auto Work ers prepared today for 
a strik e vote at American Motors 
Corp. after an apparent break ­ 
down in contract negotiations. 
Talk s were called ott Thursday 
until Aug. 
8, only four day s be- 
fwe the current five-y ear pact 
covering 24,000 hourly rated work ­ 
ers expires. 
The union set the vote for Aug. 
1 at AMC plants in Milwauk ee 
and Kenosha, Wis., El Segundo, 
Calif., and Detroit and Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 
The row was touched off in toe 
heretofore secret and apparently 
smooth-running talk s when Amer­ 
ican announced it had rejected a 
union offer it said was patterned 
after toe recent Ford and General 
Motors settlements. 
Edward L. Cushman, AMC vice 
president, claimed the union offer 
would penalize American, one of 
the smaller automotive firms, by 
increasing the company ’s labor 
costs out of proportion to those of 
the larger car mak ers. 
The union challenged the com­ 
pany ’s statement 
Leonard Woodcock , UAW vice 
president and chief union negoti­ 
ator, acc'ised the company of 
''dishonorably ** l i f t i n g remark s 
UAW negotiators made at toe 
bargaining table "out of context" 
He also accused toe company 
of a "double cross" in failing to 
give 24 hours notice it was break ­ 
ing the mutual agreed news black ­ 
out clamped on negotiations when 
they opened April 13. 
Cushman contended that pattern 
settlements in the auto industry in 
the past actually amounted to a 
"pattern plus" settlement at AMC 
in that toe company equaled and 
sometimes bettered Foi^, General 
Motors and Chry sler benefits in 
wage rates, plantwide seniority 
and less work ing time for em­ 
ploy es. 
He said these "pattern plus’* 
settlements have put American at 
a competitive disadvantage in the 
industnr. 
"What we want to do is to elimi­ 
nate the 'plus,* " Cushman said. 
If this were done, he said, it 
would mean.simply that work ers 
receiving the "prevailing’’ indus­ 
try rate would get a smaller wage 
increase under toe new contract 
and thus level off AMC’s costs. 
Woodcock io ck issue wth Cush­ 
man’s statement on wage rates. 
He said wage rates averaged out 
among the five AMC plants. 
Cushman said rejection of the 
UAW demands included the un­ 
ion’s proposed lay off pay plan ne­ 
gotiated recently with Ford and 
GM. He declined to say , however, 
if toe company would fight the 
plan if the union agreed to elimi­ 
nate what Cushman said are con­ 
tract inequities.

(FEAF) Command officer report­ 
ed today . 
Col. James T. Stewart, FEAF 
assistant deputy for operations, 
said there had been a gradual 
movement of Red {danes south­ 
ward from Manchuria and North 
Korea. 
"Such a shift," Stewart told 
visiting U.S. newsmen at a mili­ 
tary briefling, "would support any 
program to 'liberate* Formosa." 
He also said the Reds had built 
up their Far East air power to a 
point where they now have three 
or four war planes to every one 
America has in this area.

Only Bar To Passage 
In Some Form For 
Ik e^s National Plan 


WASHINGTON (B-Some legis­ 
lative horse trading between toe 
Senate and House was the only 
barrier today to passage in some 
form of President Eisenhower’s 
ambitious national reserve plan. 
By a decisive 80-1 vote the Sen­ 
ate Thursday night approved its 
own version of the plan to train a 
combat-ready reserve of 2,900,000 
in toe next four y ears, a four-fold 
increase. 
There are some major differ- 
oices between Senate and House 
versions of the bill. Neither would 
give Eisenhower all he ask ed. A 
Senate-House conference commitp 
tee wiU determine toe bill’s final 
form. 
Both branches of Congress ap­ 
proved the chief new feature of 
allowing thousands of teen-age 
y ouths to vcdunteer for brief ac­ 
tive training with the regular 
forces to be followed by active 
reserve training for toe remainder 
of an dgfat-y ear period. The Sen­ 
ate would permit volunteers 17-20 
y ears old. The House voted to 
limit them to 19 y ears or older 
unless toey had c(» npleted high 
school. 
The President and Pentagon had 
ask ed authority to induct draft- 
age men of 18 ^-26 for training if 
there are not enough volunteers 
but the House k illed this as too 
near universal military training. 
Biggest Senate-House difference 
is over a Defense Department re­ 
quest for authority to require reg­ 
ular service veterans, both former 
draftees and volunteers, to tak e 
active reserve training after com­ 
pleting regular service. 
. The House voted to exempt aU 
servicemen who were on active 
duty at time of toe Korean armi­ 
stice, July 27, 1953, or before. The 
Senate went further, voting to ap­ 
ply oxnpulsion only to servicemen 
who enlist or are drafted 30 day s 
or more after the bill becomes 
law. 
To fill Pentagon requests for 
some "hard core" veterans in toe 
expanding reserve, toe Senate ap­ 
proved a bonus of $200 or more 
until July 1, 1957, for veterans 
who volunteer for thjee y ears in 
combat units of the Army and 
Marine Corps reserves.

WASHINGTON (ifi—House Demo­ 
crats drove with new confidence 
today for final Public Work s Com­ 
mittee approval of billions in new 
taxes to help pay for 
a giant new 
road construction program. 
The committee l a t e Thursday 
tentatively approved tax hik es on 
gasoline, truck s and buses, diesel 
fuel, heavy tires and tubes and 
all tire retreads, to raise about 
$11,800,000,000 over the next 14 
y ears. 
It didn’t coipplete action on toe 
tax plan, however, and more such 
moves were expected today . 
The construction program calls 
for 37 billions in federal spending 
and 15V^ billions from the states 
over a 12-y ear period. The federal 
government would put up 24 bil­ 
lions, and toe states 2V^ billions, 
to complete 40,000 miles of defense 
superhighway s. 
In addition, toe program calls 
for a 25-miUion-doUar incr^se 
each y ear for 15 y ears in both 
federal and state funds for pri­ 
mary , secondary and urb|in roads. 
About IMt billion is spent annually 
for this program now, on a 50 ^ 
matching basis. 
The schedule of increases ap­ 
proved y esterday , to tak e effect 
within a few week s after the biU 
is enacted: 
Gasoline, from 2 to 3 cents a 
gallon; diesel fuel, 2 to 5 cents a' 
gallon; truck s and buses, 8 to 10 
per cent; heavy tires, used by 
large truck s and buses, 5 to 15 
cents a pound; heavy tubes, 9 to 
15 cents a pound; camelback used 
for retreading aU tires, from no 
tax now to 15 cents a pound.

PARIS UB — The Western Big 
Three foreign ministers agreed 
quick ly today on their position and 
strategy for toe historic Geneva 
meeting with Russia’s top political 
and military leaders. 
In slightly more than three 
hours, U. S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, British Foreign 
Secretary Harold Macmillan and 
French Foreign Minister Antoine 
Pinay endorsed a detailed draft 
of Western conference plans. These 
include a definite list of topics the 
West will raise and the stand it 
will tak e on each issue. 
*Ihe list was submitted to the 
ministers by dipl(Hnatic experts 
from each delegation Thursday . 
It was not disclosed what sub­ 
jects the West intends to bring up 
at Geneva but toey were almost 
certain to include German reunifi­ 
cation, European security , dis­ 
armament, and French Premier 
Edgar Faure’s new disarm-and- 
develc^ scheme to help back ward 
areas. 
The documents approved today 
will be submitted to the Western 
chiefs of government in Geneva 
Sunday morning, Pinay said. 
Eisenhower, Faure and British 
Prime Minister Sir Anthony Eden 
will meet there with their foreign 
ministers as a curtain raiser to tha 
sessions wito toe Kremlin’s bosses 
on Monday . 
President Eisenhower will meet 
wito toe British and French lead­ 
ers separately Sunday afternoon. 
Ask ed if the West is willing to 
discuss the Indochina problem at 
Geneva, Pinay told reporters if the 
Russians bring it up, "we will talk 
about it." 
Pinay indicated the Indochina 
situation is not on the list the West 
will bring up. Governmental ex­ 
perts in preparing for toe con­ 
ference went into toe substance of 
issues the West will raise, then 
covered issues which they expect 
the Russians to bring up. 
The Russians have not tipped 
their hand except for a statement 
by the Soviet news agency Tass 
this week asserting that the Paris 
treaties to rearm West Germany 
made discussion of reunification 
of subordinate importance. The 
Tass statement proposed creation 
of an all-European security sy s­ 
tem, with West and East Ger­ 
many both members and in which 
they could work together toward 
reunification.

Auto Workers 
Set For Strike 
Vote At AMC 


Negotiations Break 
Down; Scheduled To 
Resume On Aug. 8 


DETROIT lf)—-Hie CIO United 
Auto Workers prepared today for 
a strike vote at American Motors 
Corp. after an apparent break­ 
down in contract negotiations. 
Talks were called off Thursday 
until Aug. 8, only four days be­ 
fore tile current five-year pact 
covering 24,000 hourly rated work­ 
ers expires. 
The union set the vote for Aug. 
I at AMC plants in Milwaukee 
and Kenosha, Wis., El Segundo, 
Calif., and Detroit and Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 
The row was touched off in the 
heretofore secret and apparently 
smooth-running talks when Amer­ 
ican announced it had rejected a 
union offer it said was patterned 
after the recent Ford and General 
Motors settlements. 
Edward L. Cushman, AMC vice 
president, claimed the union offer 
would penalize American, one of 
the smaller automotive firms, by 
increasing the company's labor 
costs out of proportion to those of 
the larger car makers. 
The union challenged the com­ 
pany's statement. 
Leonard Woodcock, UAW vice 
president and chief union negoti­ 
ator, accused the company of 
"dishonorably" l i f t i n g remarks 
UAW negotiators made at the 
bargaining table "out of context." 
He also accused the company 
of a "double cross" in failing to 
give 24 hours notice it was break­ 
ing the mutual agreed news black­ 
out clamped on negotiations when 
they opened April 13. 
Cushman contended that pattern 
settlements in the auto industry in 
the past actually amounted to a 
"pattern plus" settlement at AMC 
in that the company equaled and 
sometimes bettered Ford, General 
Motors and Chrysler benefits in 
wage rates, plantwide seniority 
and less working time for em­ 
ployes. 
He said these "pattern plus" 
settlements have put American at 
a competitive disadvantage in the 
industry. 
"What we want to do is to elimi­ 
nate the ‘plus,* " Cushman said. 
If this were done, he said, it 
would mean simply that workers 
receiving the "prevailing" indus­ 
try rate would get a smaller wage 
increase under the new contract 
and thus level off AMC’s costs. 
Woodcock took issue with Cush­ 
man’s statement on wage rates. 
He said wage rates averaged out 
among the five AMC plants. 
Cushman said rejection of the 
UAW demands included the un­ 
ion’s proposed layoff pay plan ne­ 
gotiated recently with Ford and 
GM. He declined to say, however, 
if file company would fight the 
plan if the union agreed to elimi­ 
nate what Cushman said are con­ 
tract inequities.

Communist Shift 
In Air Power Seen 
Peril To Formosa 
TOKYO UH — The Communists 
have shifted their air power in the 
past year to where it can be used 
to support an attack against For­ 
mosa, a U. S. Far East Air Force 
(FEAF) Command officer report­ 
ed today. 
Col. James T. Stewart, FEAF 
assistant deputy for operations, 
said there had been a gradual 
movement of Red planes south­ 
ward from Manchuria and North 
Korea. 
"Such a shift," Stewart told 
visiting U.S. newsmen at a mili­ 
tary briefling, "would support any 
program to ‘liberate* Formosa.” 
He also said the Reds had built 
up their Far East air power to a 
point where they now have three 
or four war planes to every one 
America has in this area. 
FEAF estimates the Reds have 
a combined air force of 7,000 to 
8,000 planes in Asia, compared to 
the less than 2,000 the United 
States bases in the Far E ast 
The Red warplane fleet in the 
Far East, built by Russia, rep­ 
resents about a third of the com­ 
bined a i r power throughout the 
world, Stewart said. 
"We must consider! he Russian, 
Communist China and North Ko­ 
rean air units as one air force," 
Stewart 
explained, 
"integrated, 
closely coordinated, and with a 
center of gravity poised directly 
opposite Japan and Korea."

Senate-House 
Trading Holds 
Reserves Key 


Only Bar To Passage 
In Some Form For 
Ike’s National Plan 


WASHINGTON UB-Some legis­ 
lative horse trading between the 
Senate and House was the only 
barrier today to passage in some 
form of President Eisenhower’s 
ambitious national reserve plan. 
By a decisive 80-1 vote the Sen­ 
ate Thursday night approved its 
own version of the plan to train a 
combat-ready reserve of 2,900,000 
in the next four years, a four-fold 
increase. 
There are some major differ­ 
ences between Senate and House 
versions of the bill. Neither would 
give Eisenhower all he asked. A 
Senate-House conference commit­ 
tee will determine the bill’s final 
form. 
Both branches of Congress ap­ 
proved the chief new feature of 
allowing 
thousands 
of teen-age 
youths to volunteer for brief ac­ 
tive training with the regular 
forces to be followed by active 
reserve training for the remainder 
at an eight-year period. The Sen­ 
ate would permit volunteers 17-20 
years old. Hie House voted to 
limit them to lf years or older 
unless they had completed high 
school. 
Hie President and Pentagon had 
asked authority to induct draft- 
age men of 18%-26 for training if 
there are not enough volunteers 
but the House killed this as too 
near universal military training. 
Biggest Senate-House difference 
is over a Defense Department re­ 
quest for authority to require reg­ 
ular service veterans, both former 
draftees and volunteers, to take 
active reserve training after com­ 
pleting regular service. 
. The House voted to exempt all 
servicemen who were on active 
duty at time of the Korean armi­ 
stice, July 27, 1953, or before. The 
Senate went further, voting to ap­ 
ply compulsion only to servicemen 
who enlist or are drafted 30 days 
or more after the bill becomes 
law. 
To fill Pentagon requests for 
some "hard core" veterans in the 
expanding reserve, the Senate ap­ 
proved a bonus of $200 or more 
until July I, 1957, for veterans 
who volunteer for th^ee years in 
combat units of the Army and 
Marine Corps reserves.

MOSCOW UPV—Premier Bulganin 
declared today the Soviet delega­ 
tion is leaving for Geneva Satur­ 
day to make "a sincere effort" to 
solve international problems. 
Hie Prime Minister told a news 
conference that if the Western Big 
Three delegations make a similar 
effort to Geneva there is "no rea­ 
son to believe that the basis of a 
future peace cannot be assured." 
Bulganin received reporters in­ 
side the Kremlin. He was accom­ 
panied by the other four major 
members of the 10-man Soviet del­ 
egation to Geneva.

"We go to Geneva prepared to 
discuss frankly the points at issue 
to achieve a relaxation of inter­ 
national tension and restore con­ 
fidence between states.

WASHINGTON (JV—House Demo­ 
crats drove with new confidence 
today for final Public Works Com­ 
mittee approval of billions in new 
taxes to help pay for a giant new 
road construction program. 
The committee l a t e Thursday 
tentatively approved tax hikes on 
gasoline, trucks and buses, diesel 
fuel, heavy tires and tubes aud 
all tire retreads, to raise about 
811,800,000,000 over the next 14 
years. 
It didn't complete action on the 
tax plan, however, and more such 
moves were expected today. 
The construction program calls 
for 37 billions in federal spending 
and 15% billions from the states 
over a 12-year period. The federal 
government would put up 24 bil­ 
lions, and the states 2% billions, 
to complete 40,000 miles of defense 
superhighways. 
In addition, the program calls 
for 
a 
25-million-dollar increase 
each year for 15 years in both 
federal and state funds for pri­ 
mary, secondary and urban roads. 
About 1% billion is spent* annually 
for this program now, on a 50-50 
matching basis. 
The schedule of increases ap­ 
proved yesterday, to take effect 
within a few weeks after the bill 
is enacted: 
Gasoline, from 2 to 3 cents a 
gallon; diesel fuel, 2 to 5 cents a '1 
gallon; trucks and buses, 8 to IO 
per cent; heavy tires, used by 
large trucks and buses, 5 to 15 
cents a pound; heavy tubes, 9 to 
15 cents a pound; camelback used 
for retreading all tires, from no 
tax now to 15 cents a pound.

Three foreign ministers agreed 
quickly today on their position and 
strategy for the historic Geneva 
meeting with Russia’s top political 
and military leaders.

French Foreign Minister Antoine 
Pinay endorsed a detailed draft 
of Western conference plans. Hiese 
include a definite list of topics the 
West will raise and the stand it 
will take on each issue. 
The list was submitted to the 
ministers by diplomatic experts 
from each delegation Thursday. 
It was not disclosed what sub­ 
jects the West intends to bring up 
at Geneva but they were almost 
certain to include German reunifi­ 
cation, 
European 
security, dis­ 
armament, and French Premier 
Edgar Faure’s new disarm-and- 
develop scheme to help backward 
areas. 
The documents approved today 
will be submitted to the Western 
chiefs of government in Geneva 
Sunday morning, Pinay said. 
Eisenhower, Faure and British 
Prime Minister Sir Anthony Eden 
will meet there with their foreign 
ministers as a curtain raiser to tho 
sessions with the Kremlin’s bosses 
on Monday. 
President Eisenhower will meet 
with the British and French lead­ 
ers separately Sunday afternoon.

Bender’s reaso n fo r with h o lding h is signature 
is th at th e repo rt do es no t state unequivo cally 
th at th e subco mmittee fo und no Co mmunist in­ 
fluence in th e U. S. Army. Instead, it go es into 
48 instances o f erro r in h andling th e mech ani­ 
cal details o f a case th at became a sensatio n 
because o f th e intercessio n o f Sen. McCarth y o f 
Wisco nsin, wh o — incidentally — is o ne o f th e 
signers o f th e subco mmittee repo rt. 
Bender po ints o ut th e issue raised by Mc­ 
Carth y in th e Peress case was wh eth er o r no t 
th ere ex isted in th e Army any “subversive co l­ 
lusio n o r Co mmunist co nspiracy.” Since th at 
issue was settled 100 per cent in th e Army’s 
favo r, th e Oh io an says th e fact no co llusio n o r 
co nspiracy was fo und sh o uld be stated un­ 
equivo cally. 
Fo rtunately, th e subco mmittee repo rt leaves 
no ro o m fo r do ubt th at th e Peress case was 
an instance o f administrative ro utine being 
made to lo o k bad by h indsigh t. Since McCarth y, 
h imself, no w is willing to dro p th e issue, th ere 
is no sense in pro lo nging discussio n. 
But Oh io ’s Sen. Bender takes th e po sitio n th at 
McCarth y is to o willing — th at th e h ue and cry 
h e raised sh o uld h ave been rebuked jMiblicly by 
th e co ngressio nal co mmittee th at finally, go t 
do wn to th e facts.

Th is ingenio us arrangement 
made it impo ssible to o ust racketeering fro m 
th e Internatio nal Lo ng.sh o remen’s Asso ciatio n, 
Th ere is th at part o f th e underwo rld inh abi- 
tated by peo ple wh o do no t pretend to be re­ 
spectable. Th ere is a mo re dangero us part in­ 
h abited by peo ple wh o pretend to be unio n 
leaders and businessmen. Its camo uflage Is 
never clever eno ugh to co nceal racketeering, 
but it is clever eno ugh to co nceal so me o f th e 
racketeers. 


Best Of Its Kind 
Lily Po ns* decisio n to abando n New Yo rk in 
favo r o f San Francisco will staH an argument. 
'Hie argument was lo ng o verdue. 
La Po ns ch o o ses Frisco because it is a wo n­ 
derful place to live, aiKl th ere can be no argu­ 
ment abo ut th at Th e argument is abo ut th e 
classificatio n o f cities. 
Th e o nly th ing revealed abo ut cities by po pu­ 
latio n is th eir size. Yet th is h as been used in a 
futile attempt to determine th eir livkbility. 
New Yo rk is far and away th e largest Amer­ 
ican city. But th ere are do zens o f cities th at 
can claim successfully th ey are vastly mo re de­ 
sirable places in wh ich to live. San Francisco 
h appens to be o ne o f th e mo st desirable, o f all. 
Th ere is no basis fo r rivalry between it and 
New Yo rk, o r between any o th er city and New 
Yo rk. New Yo rk’s size puts it in a elass by 
itself; San Francisco is in a different class 
entirely. 
If lily Po ns can get th at much cleared up by 
ex pressing h er disappo intmtnt in New Yo rk and 
h er enth usiasm fo r San Francisco , sh e will h ave 
perfo rmed a service.

Life o n th e East Side o f New 
Yo rk was to ugh h alf a century ago . 
No th ing in Ho ratio Alger’s sto ries

adequate fo o d, 
th e wo rry o vtr 
pennies. I n t o 
th is wo rld was 
b o r n Henry 
G a r f i n k l e 
w h o se fath er 
di e d 
at 37 
wh en h e, Hen- 
Geerge Bekeliky ry, was a little 
o ver 14. So meo ne h ad to wwii, so 
Henry, th e eldest, started at a 
guaranteed wage o f 25 cents a day. 
Wh at is news in th is is no t th at 
a bo y ro se fro m rags to rich es, 
fro m newsbo y to th e h ead o f th e 
American News Co mpany. Th at 
h as h appened o ften in th e United 
States. 
Wh at makes it news is th at it is 
still h appening. Smart, enterpris­ 
ing, h ard - wo rking men are still 
do ing it and do ing it no t by co n­ 
niving and trickery, by strike suits 
and raids o n co mpanies, but by 
co nstructive enterprise. 
I kno w Garfinkle. I grew up, in 
my ch ildh o o d, in th e same en­ 
viro nment, in circumstances sligh tp 
ly better th an h is, fo r th ere are 
degrees o f po verty and h is family 
was at th e bo tto m. 


WHEN HE WAS a newsbo y at 
th e Staten Island ferry, h is bene­ 
facto r was Samuel I. Newh o use 
wh o came fro m a better enviro n­ 
ment in Bayo nne, N. J., but no t so 
much better. Sam staked Henry 
to $^ , wh ich was a fo rtune fo r 
bo th o f th em in th o se days. To day, 
Sam Newh o use o wns so me 15 news­ 
papers, amo ng th em are very im­ 
po rtant o nes. Th e $800 Newh o use 
gave Garfinkle was used to get a 
newsstand inside th e ferry * h o use 
at Staten Island. 
Henry was, at 17, a capitalist, 
with a leased pro perty, emplo ying 
assistants. 'Th at was th e start o f 
h is present impo rtant business 
po sitio n. 


THE POINT o f th is kind o f en­ 
terprise is th at th e bo ss do es mo st 
o f th e wo rk and h e saves h is 
mo ney and h e lives po o r until h e 
can affo rd to live rich . Even to ­ 
day, Henry Garfinkle h as a h o arse 
vo ice, th e kind th at co mes f r o m 
co nstantly sh o uting h eadlines. 
A 16-to -18-h o ur day, with th e 
wife h elping, th at is th e kind o f 


capitalism th at is still po ssible in 
th is co untry. Th ere are many Gar- 
finkles in all parts o f th e co untry. 
To o many yo ung peo ple, co ming 
o ut o f co llege, lo c^ to jo bs th at 
bring so me kind o f guaranteed 
living, so me kind o f security. To o 
many o f th em seek a jo b in wh ich 
o ne mo ves upward by senio rity un­ 
til o ne graduates into a pensio n. 
Men like Henry Garfinkle h ave 
never h ad a guarantee o f a n y 
kind, neith er fro m th eir parents 
no r fro m a business no r fro m go v­ 
ernment Th ey to o k tiieir ch ances 
cm th eir ability and h ard wo rk. 
Henry Garfinkle was as surpris­ 
ed as h is friends were th at h e 
finally ach ieved h is ambiticm, first 
ex pressed wh en h e was 17 years 
o ld, in 1923, to th e Newh o uses, to 
beco me th e o wner o f th e American 
News Co mpany wh ich last year did 
a business o f 180 millio n do llars. 


ALL THE NEWS a n d ex cite­ 
ment, and th e co mpariso ns with a 
ch aracter o ut o f Ho ratio Alger 
h ardly affect h im, because h e re­ 
members h is o rigin and is no t un­ 
mindful o f th e weary years o f 
gro wth , th e plugging and push ing, 
th e failures and th e co nstant fear 
o f falling o ff th e ladder o f life back 
into th e po verty wh ich killed h is 
fath er. 
Th is fath er was wh at in my bo y- 
ho cx l was kno wn as a “custo mer 
peddler.” Th is was an interesting 
ch aracter in every h o useh o ld. He 
pro vided credit in very small 
amo unts, fo r all o ur parents need­ 
ed a little credit Th at is h o w we 
go t furniture o r an engagement 
ring, a piano wh ich was th e first 
sign o f pro gress in th o se days, o r 
even ^ suit o f clo th es. 
Th e custo mer peddler was paid 
a quarter o r h alf a do llar a week 
cm acco unt and as h e came every 
week to co llect h is mo ney, h e be­ 
came a friend, a co unselo r, a 
mediato r in family quarrels. 


SOMETIMES, h e even arranged 
marriages, bringing th e bo ys and 
i girls to geth er and wo rking o ut 
th eir pro blems, th en h e so ld th em 
th e engagement ring, th e suite o f 
furniture to set up a h o me, and 
even th e wedding ring. 
I 
It was a way to earn a living.

I er peddler put h is small savings

i such little affairs came a Henry 
Garfinkle, no w president and prin­ 
cipal o wner o f th e American News 
Co mpany.

s p e n ding as

ness. 
Fact is th at 
recently co m- 
Victo r Rieael 
piled r e c o rds 
reveal th at labo r spends mo re th an 
many businesses to push th ro ugh 
new laws, defeat certain bills and 
repeal acts it co nsiders unfriend­ 
ly. 
Th e reco rds o f th e clerk o f th e 
Ho use o f Representatives disclo se 
th at so me 40 labo r lo bbyists to day 
spend as much o r mo re th an any 
o th er interest. Th e reco rds* sh o w 
th at labo r, th e farmers and th e 
public utilities are th e Big Th ree 
lo bbyists in Wash ingto n to day. 
Th ere is no accurate estimate 
o f mo ney spent by th e lo bbyists 
to influence Co ngress and th e 
Wh ite Ho use, since many gro ups 
leave blank th e sectio n o n “ex pen­ 
ditures in co nnectiMi with legisla­ 
tive interestf.’* So me individual 
lo bbyists, so me o rganizatio ns and 
so me unio ns did no t co mplete 
th eir repo rts. 
Jo h n Lewis, fo r ex ample, regis­ 
tered h is United Mine Wo rkers 
th ro ugh a lo bbyist by th e name 
o f Ro bert E. Ho we, Jr. — but 
th ere is no 
indicatio n 
o f 
th e 
mo ney spent by th e miners. 


LEWIS’ MINE UNION lists h is 
o bjectives a lo t mo re practically 
th an th e o th er labo r to aders. His 
lo bbyist’s interests are described 
as “any and all legislatio n co n­ 
strued to be directly o r indirectly 
beneficial o r detrimental to th e 
United Mine Wo rkers o f America 
and its members.” 
Th e CIO, wh ich o n Üie reco rd is 
th e biggest labo r lo bbying spender, 
anno unces its o bjective as “sup­ 
po rt (o f) all legislatio n favo rable 
to th e natio nal peace, security, 
demo cracy, pro sperity and gen­ 
eral welfare, o ppo se legislatio n dc* 
tfimental to th o se o bjectives.” 
Th e AFL states its lo bbying po si­ 
tio n as dedicated to “legislatio n af­ 
fecting th e interests o f th e wo rking 
peo ple.” 
Mo st fascinating o f th e labo r lo b- 
to ^ists is o ne Jeff Kibre, speaking 
fo r th e pro -So viet west c o a s t 
Lo ngsh o remen’s Unio n, run by th e 
pro -C(HnmtmÍ8t Harry B r i dg e s . 
Kilbre came o ut o f th e east and 
settled in Lo s Angeles so me 15 o r 
20 years ago . 


HE SUDDENLY began r u n- 
ning th e left wing Wo e amo ng 
th e mo vie studio craft uni<« s. Th is 
ch ap became so po werful th at h e 
actually 
b e g a n bullying so me 
I» x )ducers into talking with h im — 
instead o f with th e regular AFL 


unio n ch iefs — abo ut wages, h o urs, 
and wo rking co nditio ns. 
So o n we learned th at KiW-e was 
wo rking 
clo sely 
with H a r r y 
Bridges in an effo rt to build a 
p o w e r f ul natio nal entertain­ 
ment unio n ranging fro m th e Ho l­ 
lywo o d studio s to th e New Yo rk 
stage and mgh t spo ts. We ex po sed 
th is and Kibre left. 
Wh en we fo und h im wo rking fo r 
Bridges in th e Internatio nal Lo ng­ 
sh o remen’s and Wareh o usemens* 
Unio n fish ermen’s divisio n. Sud­ 
denly h e disappeared fro m th e 
co ast. Wh en recent co ngressio nal 
reco rds were made public, Kibre 
appeared as Bridges* lo bbyist in 
th e capital ~ at 930 F St. NW. 


HARDLY COINCIDENTAL, we 
find th at two lo bbyists fo r th e pro - 
co mmie United Electrical W o r k- 
ers Unio n wo rk o ut o f th e same 
building. 
Only ro ugh estimates can be 
made o f th e mo ney th e labo r lo b­ 
byists spend. Th e ex perts figure it 
runs to abo ut th ree quarters o f a 
millio n do llars a year. Th e larg­ 
est single ex penditure is made by 
th e CIO. In th is year’s first quarter 
it laid o ut $37,174.23 — o n th e rec­ 
o rd. Th is wo uld co me to abo ut 
$150,000 a year. 
Nex t is th e AFL’s natio nal o f­ 
fice, with th e disbursement o f 
$32,157.43 in January, February, 
and March . Annually, th is wo uld 
co me to so me $130,000. Jo h n Lewis 
must be up th is bracket o r h igh er. 
•He h as been trying fo r so me years 
no w to co nvince th e go vernment to

LEWIS HAS SPENT literally 
h uge sums o f mo ney o n indirect 
lo bbying.

Th ro ugh 
th is firm, Lewis even attempted to 
h ave o ne o i h is friends no minated 
fo r th e presidency o n th e Demo ­ 
cratic ticket in 1952. Big mo ney 
was spent by th e miners in Ch i­ 
cago th at year. Ho tel suites were 
h ired, fo o d and drinks’ were plenti­ 
ful and th e lo ng distance tele­ 
ph o ne tab alo ne co uld h ave fi­ 
nanced many a family th ro ugh a 
year’s fo o d. 
AH th is is part o f labo r’s lo bby­ 
ing effo rt — direct and indirect.

All th is is but ano th er way o f 
sajring th at th e wo rld is reach ing 
th e po int wh ere it will beccx ne nec­ 
essary to find a way to ban all 
fbrms a i internatio nal military 
airpo wer, 
and find so me sure 
means o f inspectio n if ansrth ing 
real is to be acco mplish ed in th e 
field o t disarmament. 


PRECISELY BECAUSE no na­ 
tio n, least o f all th e United States, 
is go ing to th ro w away its means 
o f defense, wh eth er o n a co nven­ 
tio nal o r unco nventio nal basis, th e 
ch ances o f a disarmament agree­ 
ment are nil. 
It is impo rtant to talk abo ut it, 
h o wever, as a go al and as a means 
o f o ffsetting th e accusatio ns o f 
“warmo nger” wh ich th e Co mmu­ 
nists level at th e United States. 
TTiat’s wh y disarmament wUl be a 
to pic o f discussio n fo r a lo ng time 
to co me th o ugh no th ing co ncrete 
win ever ca me o t it. 
Naturally, military men art co n­ 
cerned abo ut any restrictio ns o n 
th e use o f weapo ns. Th ey h ave 
been saying in recent years th at 
th e intro ductio n o f nuclear w.eap- 
o ns cuts do wn th e ex pense and

Sen* Bender's Showdown 


* Sen. Bender’s refusal to sign the final report 
on the Peress case by the Senate Investiga­ 
tions subcommittee is an indication of a new 
climate in politics. 
Bender’s reason for withholding his signature 
Is that the report does not state unequivocally 
that the subcommittee found no Communist in­ 
fluence in the U. S. Army. Instead, it goes into 
48 instances of error in handling the mechani­ 
cal details of a case that became a sensation 
because of the intercession of Sen. McCarthy of 
Wisconsin, who — incidentally — is one of the 
signers of the subcommittee report. 
Bender points out the issue raised by Mc­ 
Carthy in the Peress case was whether or not 
there existed in the Army any “subversive col­ 
lusion or Communist conspiracy.’* Since that 
issue was settled IOO per cent in the Army’s 
favor, the Ohioan says the fact no collusion or 
conspiracy was found should be stated un­ 
equivocally. 
Fortunately, the subcommittee report leaves 
no room for doubt that the Peress case was 
an instance of administrative 
routine 
being 
made to look bad by hindsight. Since McCarthy, 
himself, now is willing to drop the issue, there 
is no sense in prolonging discussion. 
But Ohio’s Sen. Bender takes the position that 
McCarthy is too willing — that the hue and cry 
he raised should have been rebuked publicly by 
the congressional committee that finally got 
down to the facts. 
There have been some salutary changes in the 
climate of politics since the time when a Re­ 
publican politician took his life in his hands if 
he questioned anything about the headline-hunt­ 
ing tactics of Joe McCarthy. 


Another Part Of Underworld 
Spruille Braden, chairman of the New York 
City Anti-Crime Committee, published a report 
a few days ago that should get nationwide at­ 
tention. 
In explaining why the International Brother­ 
hood of Teamsters AFL should discipline one 
of its own officers, James R. Hoffa, its vice 
president, to keep racketeers from dominating 
the trucking industry in New York, Braden em­ 
phasized a point usually ignored. 
He said the racketeers who were moving in on 
the trucking industry under Hoffa’s direction 
and with no opposition from Teamsters presi­ 
dent Dave Beck were in cahoots with some of 
the trucking firms. This ingenious arrangement 
made it impossible to oust racketeering from 
the International Longshoremen’s Association. 
Hiere is that part of the underworld inhabi- 
tated by people who do not pretend to be re­ 
spectable. There is a more dangerous part in­ 
habited by people who pretend to be union 
leaders and businessmen. Its camouflage is 
never clever enough to conceal racketeering, 
but it is clever enough to conceal some of the 
racketeers. 


Best Of Its Kind 
Lily Pons' decision to abandon New York in 
favor of San Francisco will staH an argument. 
Hie argument was long overdue. 
La Pons chooses Frisco because it is a won­ 
derful place to live, and there can be no argu­ 
ment about that The argument is about the 
classification of cities. 
The only thing revealed about cities by popu­ 
lation is their size. Yet this has been used in a 
futile attempt to determine their livability. 
New York is far and away the largest Amer­ 
ican city. But there are dozens of cities that 
can claim successfully they are vastly more de­ 
sirable places in which to live. San Francisco 
happens to be one of the most desirable of all. 
There is no basis for rivalry between it and 
New York, or between any other city and New 
York. New York’s size puts it in a class by 
itself; San Francisco is in a different class 
entirely. 
If Lily Pons can get that much cleared up by 
expressing her disappointment in New York and 
her enthusiasm for San Francisco, she will have 
performed a service. Millions of us who think 
our own home towns are pretty wonderful 
places, albeit they could be mislaid in one of 
New York’s endless rebuilding projects, 
are 
tired of feeling we should apologize for them 
because they are small. 


Behind The News

Hard Work Underscores Garfinkle Safa 


Life on the East Side of New 
York was tough half a century ago. 
Nothing in Horatio Alger’s stories 
ever accurately described th e 
poverty, 
t h * 
crowded I i v- 
ing, t h e in­ 
adequate food, 
the worry over 
pennies. I n t o 
this world was 
b o r n Henry 
G a r f i n k l e 
w h o se father 
d i e d 
at 
37 
when he, Hen- 
Oesrgs Bsfcelsfry ry, was a little 
over 14. Someone had to work, so 
Henry, the eldest, started at a 
guaranteed wage of 25 cents a day. 
What is news in this is not that 
a boy rose from rags to riches, 
from newsboy to the head of the 
American News Company. That 
has happened often in the United 
States. 
What makes it news is that it is 
still happening. Smart, enterpris­ 
ing, hard - working men are still 
doing it and doing it not by con­ 
niving and trickery, by strike suits 
and raids on companies, but by 
constructive enterprise. 
I know Garfinkle. I grew up, in 
my childhood, in the same en­ 
vironment, in circumstances slight­ 
ly better than his, for there are 
degrees of poverty and his family 
was at the bottom. 


WHEN HE WAS a newsboy at 
the Staten Island ferry, his bene­ 
factor was Samuel I. Newhouse 
who came from a better environ­ 
ment in Bayonne, N. J., but not so 
much better. Sam staked Henry 
to $800, which was a fortune for 
both of them in those days. Today, 
Sam Newhouse owns some 15 news­ 
papers, among them are very im­ 
portant ones. The $800 Newhouse 
gave Garfinkle was used to get a 
newsstand inside the ferry * house 
at Staten Island. 
Henry was, at 17, a capitalist, 
with a leased property, employing 
assistants. That was the start of 
his 
present 
important business 
position. 


THE POINT of this kind of en­ 
terprise is that the boss does most 
of the work and he saves his 
money and he lives poor until he 
can afford to live rich. Even to­ 
day, Henry Garfinkle has a hoarse 
voice, the kind that comes f r o m 
constantly shouting headlines. 
A 16-to-18-hour day, with th e 
wife helping, that is the kind of 


capitalism that is still possible in 
this country. There are many Gar- 
finkles in all parts of the country. 
Too many young people, coming 
out of college, look to jobs that 
bring some kind of guaranteed 
living, some kind of security. Too 
many of them seek a job in which 
one moves upward by seniority un­ 
til one graduates into a pension. 
Men like Henry Garfinkle have 
never had a guarantee of a n y 
kind, neither from their parents 
nor from a business nor from gov­ 
ernment. They took their chances 
on their ability and hard work. 
Henry Garfinkle was as surpris­ 
ed as his friends were that he 
finally achieved his ambition, first 
expressed when he was 17 years 
old, in 1923, to the Newhouses, to 
become the owner of the American 
News Company which last >*ear did 
a business of IM) million dollars. 


ALL THE NEWS a n d excite­ 
ment, and the comparisons with a 
character out of Horatio Alger 
hardly affect him, because he re­ 
members his origin and is not un­ 
mindful of the weary years of 
growth, the plugging and pushing, 
the failures and the constant fear 
of falling off the ladder of life back 
into the poverty which killed his 
father. 
This father was what in my boy­ 
hood was known as a “customer 
peddler.’’ This was an interesting 
character in every household. He 
provided credit in very 
small 
amounts, for all our parents need­ 
ed a little credit That is how we 
got furniture or an engagement 
ring, a piano which was the first 
sign of progress in those days, or 
even $ suit of clothes. 
Hie customer peddler was paid 
a quarter or half a dollar a week 
mi account and as he came every 
week to collect his money, he be­ 
came a friend, a counselor, a 
mediator in family quarrels.

SOMETIMES, he even arranged 
marriages, bringing the boys and 
girls together and working out 
their problems, then he sold them 
the engagement ring, the suite of 
furniture to set up a home, and 
even the wedding ring. 
It was a way to earn a living. 
Many an important business in 
New York started when a custom­ 
er peddler put his small savings 
into a store or a factory. Out of 
such little affairs came a Henry 
Garfinkle, now president and prin­ 
cipal owner of the American News 
Company.

Crazy With The Heat 


Inside On Labor

Big labor has come of age in 
Washington. Not only are its new 
marble buildings among the most 
imposing in the capital and its 
real 
e s t a t e 
i n v e stments 
the 
shrewdest 
in the 
D i s - 
trict, b u t its 
lobbyists a r e 
s p e n ding as 
much as any 
other big busi­ 
ness. 
Fact is that 
recently 
com- 
Victor Riesel 
piled r e c ords 
reveal that labor spends more than 
many businesses to push through 
new laws, defeat certain bills and 
repeal acts it considers unfriend­ 
ly- 
The records of the clerk of the 
House of Representatives disclose 
that some 40 labor lobbyists today 
spend as much or more than any 
other interest. Hie records show 
that labor, the farmers and the 
public utilities are the Big Three 
lobbyists in Washington today. 
There is no accurate estimate 
of money spent by the lobbyists 
to influence Congress 
and the 
White House, since many groups 
leave blank the section on “expen­ 
ditures in connection with legisla­ 
tive interest!.’* Some individual 
lobbyists, some organizations and 
some unions 
did 
not 
complete 
their reports. 
John Lewis, for example, regis­ 
tered his United Mine Workers 
through a lobbyist by the name 
of Robert E. Howe. Jr. — but 
there is no 
indication 
of 
the 
money spent by the miners. 


LEWIS* MINE UNION lists his 
objectives a lot more practically 
than the other labor leaders. His 
lobbyist’s interests are described 
as “any and all legislation con­ 
strued to be directly or indirectly 
beneficial or detrimental to the 
United Mine Workers of America 
and its members.** 
The CIO, which on the record is 
the biggest labor lobbying spender, 
announces its objective as “sup­ 
port (of) all legislation favorable 
to the national peace, security, 
democracy, prosperity and gen­ 
eral welfare, oppose legislation de­ 
trimental to those objectives.** 
The AFL states its lobbying posi­ 
tion as dedicated to “legislation af­ 
fecting the interests of the working 
people.’’ 
Most fascinating of the labor lob­ 
byists is one Jeff Kibre, speaking 
for the pro-Soviet west c o a s t 
Longshoremen’s Union, run by the 
pro-Communist Harry B r i d g e s . 
Kilbre came out of the east and 
settled m Los Angeles some 15 or 
S3 years ago. 


HE SUDDENLY began 
r u li­ 
ning the left wing bloc among 
the movie studio craft unions. This 
chap became so powerful that he 
actually b e g a n bullying some 
producers into talking with him — 
instead of with the regular AFL 


union chiefs — about wages, hours, 
and working conditions. 
Soon we learned that Kibre was 
working 
closely 
with 
H a r r y 
Bridges in an effort to build a 
p o w e r f u l 
national 
entertain­

HARDLY COINCIDENTAL, we 
find that two lobbyists for the pro­ 
commie United Electrical W o r k ­ 
ers Union work out of the same 
building. 
Only rough estimates can be 
made of the money the labor lob­ 
byists spend. The experts figure it 
runs to about three quarters of a 
million dollars a year. The larg­ 
est single expenditure is made by 
the CIO. In this year’s first quarter 
it laid out $37,174.23 — on the rec­ 
ord. This would come to about 
$150,000 a year. 
Next is the AFL’s national of­ 
fice, with the disbursement of 
$32,157.43 in January, February, 
and March. Annually, this would 
come to some $130,000. John Lewis 
must be up this bracket or higher. 
He has been trying for some years 
now to convince the government to 
use its mothballed wartime freigh­ 
ters for cheap transport and sale 
of U.S. coal abroad. 


LEWIS HAS SPENT 
literally 
huge sums of money on indirect 
lobbying. For a while he had a 
$250,000-a-y e a r 
public relations 
firm which entertained senators 
and congressmen lavishly. Through 
this firm, Lewis even attempted to 
have one of his friends nominated 
for the presidency on tile Demo­ 
cratic ticket in 1952. Big money 
was spent by the miners in Chi­ 
cago that year. Hotel suites were 
hired, food and drinks’ were plenti­ 
ful and the long distance tele­ 
phone tab alone could have fi­ 
nanced many a family through a 
year’s food. 
All this is part of labor’s lobby­ 
ing effort — direct and indirect. It 
runs into the millions in and out 
of Washington.

A-Bomb Ban Would Hike Defense Costs 


Although two-thirds of the live­ 
stock in the United States is raised 
west of the Mississippi River, two- 
thirds of the meat is consumed 
east of the Mississippi.

ple. 
What is not 
David Lawrence g e n e r a l I y 
realized is that because atomic 
and hydrogen bombs contain many 
times the explosive power of the 
conventional bomb used in World 
War II and known as “blockbust­ 
ers,’* there is a substantial econ­ 
omy in their substitution for the 
ordinary bombs. 
If both A-bombs and H-bombs 
are tabooed, 
the United States 
would have to build up its capacity 
to drop conventional bombs on en­ 
emy territory. 
This means 
that long range 
bombers by the thousands would 
have to be provided. 
Estimates vary, but one military 
executive said he thought it might 
mean trebling the cost for more 
bomber aircraft just to be able to 
deliver the blows that would be 
necessary to make sure “massive 
retaliation’* against an aggressor 
would be effective. 


OBVIOUSLY THE contention of 
many military men is that dis­ 
armament talk is nonsense unless 
the plan is to include all kinds of 
armament. 
In other words there cannot be 
any partial restriction on the use 
of weapons because it would only 
mean the equivalent increase in 
conventional weapons to secure 
adequate defensive strength. 
The disarmament problem is re­ 
garded here as something attrac­ 
tive to talk about in international 
conferences — as a sort of evi­ 
dence of good will and good inten­ 
tion. 
Nobody expects the limitation to 
get anywhere, and if it does, the 
inevitable result will be to create 
rn new demand 
for 
long-range 
bombers. The aircraft industry cer­ 
tainly may enjoy its biggest boom 
if the ben on nuclear weapons be­ 
comes effective. 
All this is but another way of 
saying that the world ii reaching 
the point where it will become nec­ 
essary to find a way to ban all 
forms 
of international 
military 
airpower, 
and find some sure 
means of inspection if anything 
reel is to be accomplished in the 
field of disarmament.

PRECISELY BECAUSE no na­ 
tion, least of all the United States, 
is going to throw away its means 
of defense, whether on a conven­ 
tional or unconventional basis, the 
chances of a disarmament agree­ 
ment are nil. 
It is important to talk about it, 
however, as a goal and as a means 
of offsetting the accusations of 
“warmonger** which the Commu­ 
nists level at tile United States. 
That’s why disarmament win be a 
topic of discussion far a long time 
to come though nothing concrete 
will ever conia of it. 
Naturally, military men ara con­ 
cerned about any restrictions on 
the use of weapons. They have 
been saying in recent years that 
the introduction (rf nuclear w.eap- 
ons cuts down the expense and

actually permits the reduction in 
the arms budget. 
The fact that the converse is 
also true — abolition of nuclear 
weapons means an increase in con­ 
ventional arms — has not yet 
seeped through to the people in 
the Western countries. 
There is evidence that the Rus­ 
sians are building up their arma­ 
ment at the very time that their 
propaganda is urging a reduction 
or limitation. It is to the interest 
of Moscow to catch up with the 
United States, particularly in air­ 
power. 


IF AIR STRENGTH is to be 
limited, however, the Reds have 


an ace in the hole — they have 
the biggest land armies in the 
world. Naturally it is Moscow’s 
effort to persuade America and the 
West to stand still a few years 
while the Communists build up 
their armament. 
So the disarmament game isn’t 
fooling our own military leaders 
as they scoff at talk of reduced 
expense and lower taxes allegedly 
as a result o f any international 
agreements to limit armament 
No plan that has as yet been 
brought out will accomplish any 
economy for the American people 
i —it could convenably increase by 
many billions of dollars the arms- 
I ment budget

Kept Secret Three Weeks

LOS ALAMOS, N.M. (B — It 
rock ed the world and changed the 
cou rse of history . Bu t the world 
didn’t learn ab ou t it u ntil three 
week s later. 
It was the su ccessfu l Trinity ex ­ 
plosion, 10 y ears ago Satu rday , of 
the first atonü c b omb -proof of 
man’s ab ility to harness the power 
of the atom. 
The name ‘‘Trinity ** was tak en 
f r om an u npopu lated railroad 
switching point, the nearest spot 
to the steel tower where the fh*8t 
A-b omb was detonated. 
The b last came at 5 :30 the 
morning of Ju ly 16, 1945, on the 
sou thern New Mex ico desert ab ou t 
15 0 miles sou th of this top-secret, 
heav ily gu arded lab oratory city . It 
climax ed the b est k ept secret of 
World War II.

OF COUESE, bed - wetting by 
the older child cau ses the mother 
a lot of trou ble and offends her 
sense of tidiness. Bu t if this side 
of the problem is emphasized, it 
may only worry the chUd withou t 
helping him. Indeed, it may make 
him more disposed to wetting the 
bed. 
To him, it’s a nu isance f o r 
which he already feels ashamed. 
He is su re he doesn’t wet the bed 
deUberately and he practically 
nev er does. Bu t we need to assu re 
this child that we are going to 
help him learn to keep dry . 
Dad shou ld share responsibility 
for prov iding the help, especially 
for an older boy . 


FOR THE child ov er 6 or 7, 
the parent s h o u l d prov ide an 
alarm clock set at interv als short 
enou gh to gu arantee a dry night. 
When the clock rings, the parent 
shou ld make su re the child is 
awakened. 
When this child awakens and 
takes care of himself as the clock 
rings, v ictory is assu red. He will 


soon Uke sole responsibility , ev en 
for setting the clock at the proper 
time. 
If, occasionally , he remains dry 
throu gh the night, he shou ld be 
praised. Praise alone may w e l l 
solv e the problem. 
Meanwhile, the child’s activ ities 
du ring the day shou ld be stu died 
and gu ided as far as possible to 
av oid too mu ch fatigu e, ex cite­ 
ment or emotional strain or u p­ 
set. 
If t h e r e are other children, 
especially a y ou nger one w ho 
sleeps dry all night, a search into 
the possibilities of jealou sy and 
way s for its redu ction shou ld be 
u ndertaken.

Summer is a good t i m e for 
training the child to quit wetting 
the bed. 
Many tots from 2 to 4 taken up 
during the night, learn gradually 
to sleep dry all night. 
The older the child who wets 
the bed st night, the more is his 
p r o b l e m affected by physical 
strain, emotional 
excitement or 
distrubance. 
The biggest hindrance 
for 
a 
child over 6 or 8 is his feeling 
of shame. When members of his 
family increase this 
feeling 
he 
may recover slowly or not at all. 


DF COURSE, bed - wetting by 
the older child causes the mother 
a lot of trouble and offends her 
sense of tidiness. But if this side 
of the problem is emphasized, it 
may only worry the child without 
helping him. Indeed, it may make 
him more disposed to wetting the 
bed. 
To him, it’s a nuisance f o r 
which he already feels ashamed. 
He is sure he doesn’t wet the bed 
deliberately 
and 
he 
practically 
never does. But we need to assure 
this child that we are going to 
help him learn to keep dry. 
Dad should share responsibility 
for providing the help, especially 
for an older boy. 


FOB THE child over 6 or 7, 
the parent s h o u l d provide sn 
alarm clock set at intervals short 
enough to guarantee a dry night. 
When the clock rings, the parent 
should make sure the child is 
awakened. 
When this child awakens and 
takes care of himself as the clock 
rings, victory is assured. He will 


soon take sole responsibility, even 
for setting the clock at the proper 
time. 
If, occasionally, he remains dry 
through the night, he should be 
praised. Praise alone may w e l l 
solve the problem. 
Meanwhile, the child's activities 
during the day should be studied 
and guided as far as possible to 
avoid too much fatigue, excite­ 
ment or emotional strain or up­ 
set. 
If t h e r e are other children, 
especially a younger one 
w h o 
sleeps dry all night, a search into 
the possibilities of jealousy and 
ways for its reduction should be 
undertaken.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (ii—The 101st 
General Assembly was credited to­ 
day by House Speaker Roger Qoud 
with having written **a solution” 
to five major and vex ing prob­ 
lems of the state. 
With a record 1,355, bills before 
it. Cloud also pointed out, ‘‘this 
session did, therefore, involve itself 
necessarily in more research and 
committee study than has probab­ 
ly ever beén done before.” 
In a session-end statement, the 
Logan County Republican said: 
‘‘Most General Assembly ses­ 
sions can be considered success­ 
ful if, in addition to the enact­ 
ment of normal legislation, it is 
able to find solutions to one, two 
or three problems in major gov- 
ermental areas. This session wrote 
a solution to problems ex istent in 
five major areas: 
‘‘1. Public capital improvements. 
‘‘2. A new and realistic formula, 
based on service tendered, for dis­ 
tribution of state funds to support 
public education. 
‘‘3. A dynamic approach toward 
max imum treatment under skilled 
and professional personnel, for 
those who are confined to state in­ 
stitutions who are functionally ill. 
A constructive basis, with the con­ 
sent of the people, for providing 
for the necessary additional facili­ 
ties in the mental healü i field to 
make humane confinement and 
mammum treatment possible. 
‘‘4. Legislation to effect a com­ 
plete reorganization of a long-out­ 
moded and claim-payment-delay­ 
ing system for the prosecution of 
workman’s compensation claims. 
‘‘5. Legislative provisions to aid 
local government in specific areas 
of the state to accomplish public 
improvements such as ports to ac­ 
commodate the additional seaway 
traffic along Lake Erie and Ohio 
River traffic, and to provide for 
the establishment by cities or coun­ 
ties of proper airports to service 
their areas. Supporting this legis­ 
lation was a bill to provide a 
means to continuously pewrite the 
building code laws of the state in 
order to take advantage of the 
newer methods and materials used 
in construction and thus lessen 
costs on public buildings.” 
In addition to the five accomp­ 
lishments, aoud also pointed out 
the Legislature “prdvided for 
a 
250-million-dollar ex pansion of the 
broad highway program originally 
outlined” by the 1953 Assembly. 
Cloud gave a large share of the 
credit for the Legislature’s ac­ 
complishments to research work 
between the session of the 100th 
and 101st assemblies. He pointed 
out: 
‘‘As Ohio becomes more indus­ 
trialized and its population in­ 
creases, 
governmental problems 
will also become greater. It is 
probable that more effective legis­ 
lative work may be done on the 
major 
state problems between 
regular sessions of the Assembly 
than during the regular sessions.’

Major And Vexing 
Issues Explained By 
Speaker Of House 


COLUMBUS, Ohio OB—The 101st 
General Assembly was credited to­ 
day by House Speaker Roger Cloud 
with having written “a solution” 
to five m ajor and vexing prob­ 
lems of the state. 
With a record 1,355 bills before 
it, Cloud also pointed out, “ this 
session did, therefore, involve itself 
necessarily in more research and 
committee study than has probab­ 
ly ever bedn done before.” 
In a session-end statement, the 
Logan County Republican said: 
“ Most General Assembly ses­ 
sions can be considered success­ 
ful if, in addition to the enact­ 
m ent of normal legislation, it is 
able to find solutions to one, two 
or three problems in major gov- 
ermental areas. This session wrote 
a solution to problems existent in 
five m ajor areas: 
“ I. Public capital improvements. 
“ 2. A new and realistic formula, 
based on service tendered, for dis­ 
tribution of state funds to support 
public education. 
“3. A dynamic approach toward 
maximum treatm ent under skilled 
and 
professional personnel, 
for 
those who are confined to state in­ 
stitutions who are functionally ill. 
A constructive basis, with the con­ 
sent of the people, for providing 
for the necessary additional facili­ 
ties in the mental health field to 
make humane confinement and 
maximum treatment possible. 
“4. Legislation to effect a com­ 
plete reorganization of a long-out­ 
moded and claim-payment-delay­ 
ing system for the prosecution of 
workman’s compensation claims. 
“5. Legislative provisions to aid 
local government in specific areas 
of the state to accomplish public 
improvements such as ports to ac­ 
commodate the additional seaway 
traffic along Lake Erie and Ohio 
River traffic, and to provide for 
the establishment by cities or coun­ 
ties of proper airports to service 
their areas. Supporting this legis­ 
lation was a bill to provide a 
means to continuously pewrite the 
building code laws of the state in 
order to take advantage of the 
newer methods and materials used 
in construction and thus lessen 
costs on public buildings.” 
In addition to the five accomp­ 
lishments, Cloud also pointed out 
the Legislature “ presided for a 
250-million-dollar expansion of the 
broad highway program originally 
outlined” by the 1953 Assembly. 
Cloud gave a large share of the 
credit for the Legislature's ac­ 
complishments to research work 
between the session of the 100th 
and 101st assemblies. He pointed 
out: 
. “As Ohio becomes more indus­ 
trialized and its population in­ 
creases, 
governmental problems 
will also become greater. It is 
probable that more effective legis­ 
lative work may be done on the 
m ajor 
state 
problems 
between 
regular sessions of the Assembly 
than during the regular sessions.

If, in an emergency, 
the v ictim feels a twinge of rheu­ 
matism when no cherry tree is 
Inear, he is said to be afforded 
*some relief if he forces down the 
whisky without the bark. He can 
always get the bark another day. 


There is a legend in Africa that 
old elephants, feeling death near, 
trav el to a secret burying ground 
to die—and that anyone lucky 
eiM>ugh to stumble on this pachy­ 
derm cemetery would find a king’s 
ransom in v aluable Iv ory.

Hearings Recessed 
After Many Qted In 
Communist Activity 


WASHINGTON US — Chairman 
Eastland (D-Miss) said today the 
Senate Internal Security subcom­ 
mittee hopes to get leads on “Com­ 
munist activity down to the pres­ 
ent time” from its latest series of 
hearings. 
The 
subcommittee 
recessed 
TTiursday an inquiry in which more 
than a score of persons were 
named as having been Reds in 
the late 1930s. Most of them were 
in newspaper work at the time. 
A few who still are all swore they 
are not now Communists. 
Eastland said the subcommittee 
has had “witnesses from most of 
the professions” in Its sometimes 
turbulent history. He added in an 
interview: 
“We’ve gotten more cooperation 
from newspapermen than any oth­ 
er group in the country.” 
He said of the subcommittee’s 
latest inquiry that “the hearings 
have pointed out the way the Com­ 
munist conspiracy was entrenched 
in this country, and we hope to 
get leads from these hearings that 
will show us Communist activity 
down to the present time.” 
Eastland said he has no imme­ 
diate plans for calling additional 
witnesses. He didn’t shut the door 
on 
a later resumption of the 
inquiry. 
Ira Henry freeman, a veteran 
New York Times reporter, told the 
subcommittee Thursday he had 
been a member of the Communist 
party for about a year beginning 
early in 1938. 
He said he was talked into join­ 
ing by Milton Kaufman, then ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the New York 
Newspaper Guild, and another per­ 
son now dead who was not named 
pubUcly. The Guild has contended 
it eliminated Communists from all 
positions of influence years ago.- 
Freeman testified he was never 
an enthusiastic party member and 
quit late in 1938 or early in 1939 
after he found Communist meet­ 
ings “inept and futile • . • dull 
and fruitless.” 
• 
Reached by telephone at his res­ 
idence in New York, Kaufman de­ 
clined comment on Freeman’s tes­ 
timony. 
Another New York Times report­ 
er, 
Charles 
Grutzner, 
acknowl­ 
edged at an earlier hearing that 
he had become a Communist in 
1937 but had quit it in disillusion­ 
ment in 1940 before joining the 
Times* staff. 
Melvin Barnet was fired as a 
copyreader for the Times after he 
refused to tell the subcommittee 
two days ago whether he ever had 
been a Communist. Bamet testi­ 
fied he is not now a Communist, 
but he declined under his Fifth 
Amendment protection against pos­ 
sible 
self-incrimination 
to 
say 
whether he had been a Communist 
Jprior to 1942. 
f SimUarly, the New York Daily 
News said Thursday it has fired 
David Gordon, a reporter, who tes­ 
tified Wednesday he is not now a 
Communist but cited the Fifth 
Amendment in declining to say 
whether he had been one in the 
1930s. 
Richard W. Clarke, executive ed­ 
itor of the News, made public in 
New York this letter to Goifion: 
“Your conduct as a witness be­ 
fore the Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee in Washington, D.C., 
on July 13, together with other dis­ 
closures 
and circumstances 
re­ 
garding alleged Communist activi­ 
ties, has destroyed your usefulness 
to the News. Therefore your serv­ 
ices as an employe of the News 
are being terminated immediately. 
“You left the office July 5 for 
a vacation. Upon yoor return to 
New York, final payments which 
may be due you for your services, 
or under the terms of the current 
collective 
bargaining 
agreement 
with the Newspaper Guild of New 
York, will be made. If you so re­ 
quest, payment wiU be mailed to 
your home address.” 
The New York local of the CIO 
American Newspaper Guild said it 
will seek to have both Bamet and 
Gordon reinstated. 
Both men had been described as 
onetime Communist party mem­ 
bers in testimony given the sub­ 
committee by Winston Burdett, 
CBS newsman. Burdett said he 
himself had been a Red who spied 
for Russia.

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Symptoms Of Ailmeiits 
Moscow Actions Confuse 
Worldwide Communists

Wait . . . and hold on. 
This admonition for world com 
munism is not new. But now it 
has overtones of desperation, as 
the Big Four summit conference 
at Geneva approaches. 
“If you are not prepared to talk 
seriously,” said Soviet Communist 
boss Nikita S. Khrushchev, ad­ 
dressing the West in general, “we 
can wait and hold on.” 
Khrushchev’s w o r d s 
at the 
American Embassy’s Fourth of 
July 'party in Moscow gave an 
inkling of what is in the back of 
the Soviet mind for Geneva. 
Things have not happened in the 
world as Marx and Lenin predict­ 
ed. NoV the hydrogen bomb has 
changed yet anothér basic Lenin 
concept—that the Communist and 
capitalist worlds must collidè, with 
communism victorious. A clash 
with hydrogen bombs would leave 
nobody victorious. 
The Communists still hold to the 
notion that war is inevitable until 
world 
communism 
holds 
sway. 
But the Kremlin leadership has 
decided to ride with a program 
of waiting and watching — wait­ 
ing for a crisis to take hold in 
the capitalist world, watching for 
a chance to give the process a 
shove 
forward 
wherever 
possi­ 
ble. If war comes someday, the 
foe must be weak. 
While the Communist leaders 
wait, the Soviet Union continues 
in a swift evolutionary movement 
which has boosted it from back­ 
wardness to an advanced nation. 
The more the process develops, 
the more world communism suf­ 
fers. The twists and turns of Sov­ 
iet policy have had a profound 
effect on the global conspiracy. 
Sudden 
reversals of sacrosanct 
dogma, such as condoning the 
Tltoist deviation, have made Com­ 
munists outside the U.S.S.R. grope 
for 
tortured 
explanations. 
The 
peace offensive itself has hurt the 
movement. 
Here are some symptoms of 
world communism’s ailments: 
In Asia: 
The Communist party of India 
is obliged to announce a new pro­ 
gram. Why? Prime Minister Neh­ 
ru was lionized in Moscow. He no 
longer can be attacked personally 
because 
M o s c o w ’ s 
blessing 
stamped him a “progressive.” 
In Japan, the Communists have 
just been ordered to shift over to 
‘legality, to save the Soviet Union 
from a black eye in that impor­ 
tant country. 
In the West; 
The Soviet Union is on danger­ 
ous ground in middle Europe. By 
embracing 
the 
rebel 
Yugoslav 
Communists, Moscow admitted na­ 
tional communism — which fails 
to give primary allegiance to the 
Soviet state — is no longer a sin. 
In East Germany, party bosses 
boast they are protected by the 
Soviet version of NATX>—the War­ 
saw treaty. But they seem to fear 
they may be sacrificed on the al­ 
tar (A the Soviet neutralization 
drive. 
In France, the Communist Cen­ 
tral Committee, bellwether for Eu­ 
ropean Reds, heard an involved 
defense of the Soviet reversal of 
Titoism and a review of Commu­ 
nist duties. Diese duties involve 
working hand in hand with the 
Socialists, whom the Communists 
called their worst enemies. 'They 
must avoid any action which could 
embarrass the New Soviet offen­ 
sive. 
In Western Eurcqje, Communists 
must adopt a nonrevolutionary at­ 
titude which costs heavily in dil­ 
emma, disillusionment and defec­ 
tion. 
World cfxnmunism looks on in 
confusion while their ideological 
base, 
Russia, 
continues 
to cut 
ground from under them. The 
chain that ties the- world ccnspir- 


acy to Moscow continues to weak­ 
en, and for the Communists there 
is a bleak prospect of paratysis 
and then stagnation. Therein lies 
a point of attack for the West at 
Geneva and a hope of victory in 
the war between slavery and free­ 
dom.

“Antitobacco” is made up (A aro­ 
matic leaves specially cured, creat­ 
ing the appearance and aroma of 
tobacco. 
Dr. Chiauzzi said that was all 
the public was going to be tcld, 
and the formula will remain secret 
until patent rights come through. 
He has fOed his invention and ben­ 
eficial claims of the product with 
the Genoa Medical Society. 
Dr. Chiauzzi worked on his in­ 
vention after the alarms about cig­ 
arette smoking and lung cancer. 
He is convinced that s m o k i n g 
greatly affects the lungs and has 
spient considerable time and re­ 
search on the effect of smoking not 
only on the lungs but other parts 
of the human body as well. 
It was necessary to get around 
the desire for tobacco by offering 
something Of a substitute, he felt. 
Hence, “Antitobacco.” 
Dr. Chiauzzi hopes to have his 
invention marketed by the Italian 
state monopdy. He said that “An­ 
titobacco” , not being t o b a c c o , 
could be made quite openly and 
sold in drug-storcs without infring­ 
ing on the state law against pri­ 
vate manufacturing. 
However, Dr. Chiauzzi said he 
would prefer the state to take it 
over because of the benefit it would 
create to the Italian naticm.

WASHINGTON US — Chairman 
Eastland (D-Miss) said today the 
Senate Internal Security subcom­ 
mittee hopes to get leads on “ Com­ 
munist activity down to the pres­ 
ent time'* from its latest series of 
hearings. 
The 
subcommittee 
recessed 
Thursday an inquiry in which more 
than a score of persons were 
named as having been Reds in 
the late 1930s. Most of them were 
in newspaper work at the time. 
A few who still are all swore they 
are not now Communists. 
Eastland said the subcommittee 
has had “ witnesses from most of 
the professions’* in its sometimes 
turbulent history. He added in an 
interview: 
'‘We’ve gotten more cooperation 
from newspapermen than any oth­ 
er group in the country.’* 
He said of the subcommittee’s 
latest inquiry that “ the hearings 
have pointed out the way the Com­ 
munist conspiracy was entrenched 
in this country, and we hope to 
get leads from these hearings that 
will show us Communist activity 
down to the present time.** 
Eastland said he has no imme­ 
diate plans for calling additions 
witnesses. He didn’t shut the door 
on a later resumption of the 
inquiry. 
Ira Henry freeman, a veteran 
New York Times reporter, told the 
subcommittee Thursday he hac 
been a member of the Communist 
party for about a year beginning 
early in 1938. 
He said he was talked into join­ 
ing by Milton Kaufman, then ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the New York 
Newspaper Guild, and another per­ 
son now dead who was not named 
publicly. The Guild has contended 
it eliminated Communists from all 
positions of influence years ago.’ 
Freeman testified he was never 
an enthusiastic party member anc 
quit late in 1938 or early in 1939 
after he found Communist meet­ 
ings “ inept and futile • . • dull 
and fruitless.**

Reached by telephone at his res­ 
idence in New York, Kaufman de­ 
clined comment on Freeman’s tes­ 
timony.

Wait . . . and hold on. 
This admonition for world com 
munism is not new. But now it 
has overtones of desperation, as 
the Big Four summit conference 
at Geneva approaches. 
•'If you are not prepared to talk 
seriously,’* said Soviet Communist 
boss Nikita S. Khrushchev, ad­ 
dressing the West in general, “ we 
can wait and hold on.’* 
Khrushchev’s w o r d s at the 
American Embassy’s Fourth of 
July party in Moscow gave an 
inkling of what is in the back of 
the Soviet mind for Geneva. 
Things have not happened in the 
world as Marx and Lenin predict­ 
ed. NoW the hydrogen bomb has 
changed yet another basic Lenin 
concept—that the Communist and 
capitalist worlds must collide, with 
communism victorious. A clash 
with hydrogen bombs would leave 
nobody victorious. 
The Communists still hold to the 
notion that war is inevitable until 
world communism holds sway. 
But the Kremlin leadership has 
decided to ride with a program 
of waiting and watching — wait­ 
ing for a crisis to take hold in 
the capitalist world, watching for 
chance to give the process a 
shove forward wherever possi­ 
ble. If war comes someday, the 
foe must be weak. 
While the Communist leaders 
wait, the Soviet Union continues 
in a swift evolutionary movement 
which has boosted it from back­ 
wardness to an advanced nation. 
The more the process develops, 
the more world communism suf­ 
fers. The twists and turns of Sov­ 
iet policy have had a profound 
effect on the global conspiracy. 
Sudden reversals of sacrosanct 
dogma, such as condoning the 
Titoist deviation, have made Com­ 
munists outside the U.S.S.R. grope 
for 
tortured 
explanations. 
The 
peace offensive itself has hurt the 
movement. 
Here are some symptoms of 
world communism's ailments: 
In Asia: 
The Communist party of India 
a obliged to announce a new pro­ 
gram. Why? Prime Minister Neh­ 
ru was lionized in Moscow. He no 
onger can be attacked personally 
because 
M o s c o w ' s

stamped him a “ progressive.’* 
In Japan, the Communists have 
ust been ordered to shift over to 
legality, to save the Soviet Union 
from a black eye in that impor­ 
tant country. 
In the West; 
The Soviet Union is on danger­ 
ous ground in middle Europe. By 
embracing 
the 
rebel 
Yugoslav 
Communists, Moscow admitted na­ 
tional communism — which fails 
to give primary allegiance to the 
Soviet state — is no longer a sin. 
In East Germany, party bosses 
boast they are protected by the 
Soviet version of NATG-the War­ 
saw treaty. But they seem to fear 
they may be sacrificed, on the al­ 
tar of the Soviet neutralization 
drive. 
In France, the Communist Cen­ 
tral Committee, bellwether for Eu­ 
ropean Reds, heard an involved 
defense of the Soviet reversal of 
Titoism and a review of Commu­ 
nist duties. These duties involve 
working hand in hand with the 
Socialists, whom the Communists 
called their worst enemies. They 
must avoid any action which could 
embarrass the New Soviet offen­ 
sive. 
In Western Europe, Communists 
must adopt a nonrevolutionary at­ 
titude which costs heavily in dil­ 
emma, disillusionment and defec­ 
tion. 
World communism looks on in 
confusion while their ideological 
base, Russia, continues to cut 
ground from under them. The 
chain that ties tho- world conspir­ 


acy to Moscow continues to weak­ 
en, and for the Communists there 
is a bleak prospect of paralysis 
and then stagnation. Therein lies 
a point of attack for the West at 
Geneva and a hope of victory in 
the war between slavery and free­ 
dom.

Sims gives all the credit to 
SLURP researcher Ben P. Doug­ 
lass, a fly ing instructor at the 
Malden, Mo., air base. 
During a recent illness Douglass

screens removed and settled down 
flat on his back to observe. 
His report: 
“ The method used depends en­ 
tirely upon the fly ’s speed prior to 
the maneuver.

He was put on two years pro­ 
bation five days later and since 
then has been living with a broth­ 
er, Pete, in York. Pa. Pennino 
himself was the only witness at 
yesterday’s hearing. 
“I don’t want to leave th e 
United States,” he said. 
Inquiry Officer Carter said his 
decision probably would be hand­ 
ed down by August. If the decision 
to adverse, Pennino will have IO 
days in which to appeal to t h e 
Board of Immigration Appeals.

CHARLESTON (Ji — The State’s 
pears apparently suffered m os t 
frtx n this y ear’s freeze in l a t e 
March, crop estimates as o i J uly 1 
indicated today . 
The Fedcral-Crop Reporting Ser­ 
vice said an ex pected output of 
36,000 bushels of pears would be 
almost 50,000 below last y ear’s pro­ 
duction. 
A crop of 3,7 00,000 bushels of 
commercial aisles, as anticipated 
on J uly ij would drop about 33 
per cent below the 19 54 production, 
but still would be above the 10- 
y ear, 19 44-53 average, the service 
ex plained. 
The 19 55 peach crop is ex pected 
to total 566,000 bushels, or 17 per 
cent below last y ear’s record y ield 
Grape production is anticipated to 
amount to 600 tons, or 100 tons 
below 19 54. 
The estimated grain harvest will 
be far below last y ear because of 
a reduction in acreage* of most of 
that variety of crops. 
Com, the principal grain crop, 
is ex pected to fall 7 per c e n t 
short of 19 54. The 40,000 acres of 
wheat harvested- this y ear again 
will be at an all-time low since 
the keeping of records began in 
1866. 
The reporting service said that 
milk • production cm West Virginia 
farms amounted to 89 m i l l i on 
pounds in J une, up one m i l l i on 
from May and seven m i l l i on 
pounds more than the J une, 19 54, 
figure. 
The J une egg production of 47 
million topped the J une, 19 54, out­ 
put by more than two million.

Radio, in its declining years, 
has turned largely to music to 
while away the long hours. But 
what music! Lately, I have been 
getting m o r e 
c o rn p I a ints 
about this than 
a l m o s t any­ 
thing else, es­ 
pecially 
from 
outside 
N ew 
York w h e r e 
t h e y h a v e 
nothing l i k e 
the variety of 
music to pick 
from that we 
have. 
As one woman pointed out, all 
the stations seem to be playing the 
same tunes. There is a reason for 
this. There’s hardly a radio sta­ 
tion in the country, as “Sponsor” 
magazine points out, that doesn't 
base a large part of its musical 
programming on the IO 
or 20 
•‘most popular tunes.” However, 
there is a large fallacy in this 
“most popular” line of reasoning. 


FOR ONE THING, the m o s t 
popular” tunes are largely deter­ 
mined by sheet music and record 
sales. Yet it is the teen - ager 
who buys most of the records and 
the sheet music. And the teen-ager 
comprises the smallest segment of 
the daytime audience, most of them 
being at school or at work during 
those hours. 
Consequently, because of t h i s 
•‘most popular” fallacy, a lot of 
housewives in their thirties or for 
ties who would dearly love to hear 
Andre Kostalanetz playing some old 
Irving Berlin numbers are treated 
instead to Bill Haley’s Comets 
playing “Rock Around the Clock. 
According to a survey conducted 
at Ohio State University, the jumpy, 
noisy pop stuff rates at the very 
bottom of the preference list of the 
average housewife — while rating 
very high on the “most popular' 
lists which just goes to show how 
meaningless that “most popular 
title is. 


be it’s just the method of count­ 
ing noses that is wrong. 
Speaking of music, the “Colgate 
Variety Hour” has instituted a 
series of salutes to composers 
which includes production numbers 
from hit shows with the original 
casts. The last one was a polite 
nod in the direction of Richard 
Adler and Jerry Ross, composer 
and lyricist of “Pajama Game” 
and “Damn Yankees.” 


WELL, THERE WERE some 
pretty cute show plumber* per­ 
formed by some very good enter­ 
tainers, including Gwen Verdon, 
Eddie Foy Jr. and John Haiti.

Actress Found

Others milled in front of the 
newspaper Maroc Presse, whose 
owner,

reuil, was assassinated last month 
after he had

against 
French counterviolence. 
Witnesses said the death bomb 
was hidden in a covered cart 
wheeled to a nearby intersection 
by two Moroccans who fled. 
Two young Europeans peered un­ 
der the canvas and the bomb went 
off, killing them and a nearby po­ 
liceman. Bomb fragments swept 
the two cafe terraces on opposite 
sides of the intersection, piling 
dead 
and injured among the 
broken tables and smashed dishes 
Seven hundred miles east of 
Casablanca, in Algiers, IS Arabs 
were killed and three injured in 
the collapse of two balconies of 
an apartment house. 
Tenants on the fifth and sixth 
floors of the building had jammed 
the balconies to watch a street 
shooting which wounded a 46-year- 
old Moslem. Their weight tore the 
balconies loose and they plumeted 
more than 50 feet to the street 
below.
